Board ot Equalization. 


The County Board of Equalization 
made two cut? yesterday in Assessor 
Dalton's valuations that are indications 


of the temper of the Board regarding 
certain phases of the assessment fight 
The Board went into executive session 
soon after assembling and did not re­ 
appear for two hours. 
They passed 
upon a number of small applications 
and also upon those of the Artesian 
Water Company of Alameda and the 
Alameda 
Water Company of Berke­ 


ley. 


The former company's application 
to have the assessment upon its fran­ 
chise reduced from $25,000 to $1000 


was granted. 


The Berkeley company's 
franchise 
had been assessed at $25,600. 
They 
applied for a reduction to the nominal 
sum of $200. 


Supervisor Pelouze was the only 
member of the Board who opposed the 
reductions. 
In voting against the re­ 
port of the committee of the whole he 
remarked: "I would like to know how 


you are going to stand when those 
other big franchises come by il you be­ 


gin like this ?" 


No'one volunteered an answer to 
Pelouze's question, but Supervisor Tal- 
cott requested 
permission to explain 


why he voted to reduce the Artesian 
Water Works' franchise assessment. 


"I voted to reduce the Artesian 
Water Company's franchise." he said, 
"because I considered it menaced as 
long as the Dingee company has 100,- 
066 feet of pipe stored in Alameda, 
which can be laid at anvjime. 
Then 
the water Company hasr^onered to the 
city of Alameda^ the use of their pipes 
and plant for a period of two years at 
a nominal sum. 
In the matter of the 
Alameda Water Company we were ad­ 
vised that we had no right to eliminate 
from the assessment roll the franchise, 
but that Alameda county had no legal 
right to assess the franchise. 
Acting 
upon this advice from the District At 
torney, I have voted to reduce the as­ 
sessment to $200, a minimum which is 
virtually the same, as no assessment 
whatever." 


Assistant District Attorney L. O. 
Church was called into consultation by 
the Board during its closed door ses­ 
sion. 


A corrected application for a reduc­ 
tion of assessment was received from 
the Consolidated Street Railway Com­ 
pany. 


The Board denied the applications

The Durrant trial was commenced 
in San Francisco & i d the entire day 


was consumed in reading the affidavits 


of Durrant stating his belief that he 
could not obtain a fair trial in that city 
owing to the prejudice that the news­ 
papers had excited against him. The 
attorney for the prosecution asked until 
Thursday to answer the affidavit by 
producing others which would go to 
show that the defendant could procure 
a fair trial in San Francisco and that 
the bias and prejudice of which Dur­ 
rant complains are creations of his 


own 
brain. 


Durrant has now been in jail for 
several months and his confinement is 
telling upon him. He appears 
pale 
and shrunken and will probably be an 
object of pity before the trial is over. 
The police have woven a web about 
him from which it will be very hard 


for him to escape. 
Sensations will be 
sprung during the trial which 
Durrant 
thinks nobody knows of. 


Captain Lees, the veteran detective, 
believes firmly in Durrant's guilt and 
he will produce some startling 
testi­ 
mony in support of this belief. 
The 
District Attorney feels confident that 


if he can get Durrant on the witness 
stand that he can convict him out of 
his own mouth. 
There are thousands 


of people who believe .that Durrant is 
guilty of the crimes as charged and 
there are others who do not believe in 
his guilt 
They contend that if Durr 
rant were guilty of such horrible crimes 
that he would have weakened and 
broke down before this time. 
There 
is no doubt but that Durrant is a great 
actor and that all of- his seeming in­ 
difference is forced, because even if he 
were innocent and had such a force 6f 
circumstantial evidence against him he 
would be worried over it 
In the case 


of Durrant, however, he has never' yet 
shown any signs of remorse or any 
anxiety over his affairs. 


It is very doubtful whether 
Judge 
Murphy will grant his* application for 
change of venue, as he can get just 
as fair a trial in San Francisco as in 
any other town in the State. 


Shows His Hand. 


Mr. L. C. Morehouse, of Alameda 
county, who is the chairman ot the 
State Board of Equalization, does not 
like the Board of Supervisors nor As 
sessor Dalton. 


When the Railroad Company's at 
torney dropped in on the Board of 
Equalization the other day, to have the 
assessments reduced, Mr. Morehouse 
dropped in too, and in a few moments 
the railroad attorney expressed his sur­ 
prise at seeing Mr. Morehouse, but he 
had the chairman of the Board of 
Equalization try and explain things to 
the Supervisors, but it did not work. 
He then got very angry and remarked 
that "Assessor Dalton was a dema­ 
gogue, thirsting for newspaper 
notor­ 
iety." 
He also admitted that he asked 
for the extension of time for the Su­ 
pervisors 
because 
he thought 
they 
were going to ask for it. The Supervi- j 
sors then, instead of standing up lil-e \ 
men, tried to throw the blame upon 
the State Board. 


To a man up a tree it would look

In Justice Lord's court this morning 
the case of a charge of grand larceny 
against Mary Williams, alias Mary Bb- 
manda was set for 10 o'clock in the 
morning for examination. 
Assistant 
District Attorney Church was quite 
late in getting out from Oakland and it 


was twenty minutes past 11 o'clock be­ 
fore-actual work commenced. 
Dr. A. 
de Marconnay was sworn in as • an in­ 
terpreter. 
Mr. 
Bradford 
was an­ 
nounced as assistant counsel to the 
prosecution. 


The case was one that was the cause 


of much talk at the West End and the 
courtroom was well filled with listeners 
Some of the prominent members of 
the West Berkeley bar were conspicu­ 
ous by their absence. 
It was conclud­ 
ed to go on notwithstanding this fact. 


The first witness 
called was the 
complainant, Joe Williams. 
Although 
he said he did not understand English 
very well it was evidenced that he 
mastered the questions asked in Eng­ 
lish long before the interpreter could 
place them before him in Spanish. 


Joe said partially through the inter­ 
preter and partially on his own account 
about as follows: I live in Berkeley, 
Alameda County, State of California 
and know Mary Bomanda, 
who is 
known as Mary Williams. 
She was 
living with me in or about June 22nd 


1895. 
I owned jewelry at that date 
and swore to the complaint in this case. 


Can 
ideniSfy*»4he 
jewelry as it was 
always in my housejif The articles in 
question 
were diamond earrings, two 
diamond finger rings, one cross, one 
watch, a belt buckle, one heavy gold 
watch eliuin, one pin fat necktie arid 


six gold shirt studs. 
It was the prop­ 
erty of my first wife. 
Have had it 
about two years but cannot say how 
long she had it 
He identified the 
watch but did not know its value. He 
said that everything in sight belonged 
to him. 
A coal oil stove that was not 
in the Courtroom was also claimed by 
Williams. 


The jewelry was in my possession on 
June 22nd when defendant 
was living 
with me. She lived with me two years. 
I was living in Berkeley one • year be­ 
fore living with the defendant The 
first I knew of her going away was on 
the day she left she sent me to see 
Mercedes Yzunza and when I returned 
to my house she was*gone, as I found 
out afterwards, to.San Francisco. Did 
not see her again till she was arrested. 
Found, the jewelry missing when she 
went away. 
She had been keeping it. 
The defendent is not my wife, she 


was; simply living with' me. 
She got 
dw jeweby because I treated her as my 


her favor. 
I wanted her to come with 
me again but she refused. The jewelry 
which was the property of my first wife 
belonged to me when she took it and 
it is my property now. There are some 
diamonds lacking and some rings lost, 
Do not know what has become of the 
sleeve buttons. 


This is about all the direct examina­ 
tion amounted to. On cross examina­ 
tion he said that he was with Mary 
about four years but did not give her 
the jewelry. 
Told her to take care ot 
ii for me and not lose any of it. She 
took it when she wanted to. I wanted 
Mary to come back and wpuld have 
given her all I had if she would con­ 
sent to do so and said I would not 
I nrosecitfe the case if she would dome 
[ Dack to me. Would quit everything if 
she would come back. 
Wanted the 
Judge to dismiss the case. 


Deputy Marshal Rawson stated that 
he had arrested Mrs. Williams on this 
charge in this Courtroom. 
She volun­ 
teered to give up the jewelry and I 
went with her to the room at San 
Francisco where she gave me a portion 
of the jewelry and voluntarily brought 
the rest of it to the Courtroom and 
gave it up. 
She stated that she had 
the jewelry which he had given to her 
as his wife and would deposit the same 
in the Court. 
A gold nugget was de­ 
posited which the complaint said noth­ 
ing about. 
She claimed he had given 
her the property and whatever she did 
was done in a voluntary manner 


This closed the case for the prose­ 
cution and Mrs. Williams was called 
for the defense. 
She stated that hen 
name was Mary Williams and that she 
understood English. 
The defendant 
is of rather stout build tending to em- 
bonpont not particularly notiecable on 
account of her, heignt. 
Quite good 
looking now and was no doubt much 
more so a few years ago. 


She was attended by her sister, Mrs. 
Pittie, Mary Irregoyen, Mrs. Swenson 
and other lady friends, 
On her direct 
examination she 
lived with Williams four years and got 
the jewelry about three years ago, and 
was living with him at that time. The 
jewelry belonged to Williams' first wife 
and he gave it to me saying that it was 
mine. 
Had the jewelry and used it as 
my own. He first claimed them since 
I left him on the 18th of June 1895. 
I came over to Berkeley last Friday 
and saw Williams. Was in company 
with my sister, brother-in-law and an­ 
other lady. 
He said that if I would 
come back to him he would dismiss 
the case. 
He told me in Mrs. Swen- 
son's presence that the jewelry was 
mine. 
He gave me a house and lot 
in San Francisco and clothing. 


On cross examination Mrs. Williams 
stated that she left him on account of 
his cruelty and did not tell him that 
she was going away. 
She said he gave 
Mrs. 
Swenson a necklace with her con­ 
sent. 
She stated that he told Mrs. 
Swenson that he gave me the jewelry 
in presence of Mr. Swenson (this Mr. 
Swenson in his testimony 
denied— 
Rep.) 


Other testimony was adduced which 
went to corroborate that ot the de­ 
fendant 


The testimony being all in Assistant 
District Attorney Church said that in 
his opinion a jury would not convict 
and t}§ asked for a discharge and Jthat 
the property be restored to the party 
frerfr whom it Was takfcb or had de­ 
posited it in Court, and it was so or­ 
dered.

CHEESE BOX MAKING. 


A N EXTEN8IVE INDUSTRY OF WHICH 
LITTLE 18 KNOWN. 


Half a, MlIMIm Dollar*' Worth of 
Turned. Out Temrly by XxpensiY*) Km* 
ohlnerjr—How the Ix>«j» Are Cooked and 
Than Cat lata Unbroken. Sheet*. 


An idea- of the. magnitude of the 
gheese Industry in this oountry is given 
by the fact that the boxes in which the 
cheese is shipped represent a cost of 
nearly $500,000 annually. 
It is not 
many years sinoe^oheese was shipped in 
any kind cf barrel or box which would 
hold from one to half a dozen good sized 
forms, packed in straw to keep them 
from being braised or broken in the 
handling. 
It was only factory made 
cheese that received such protection, 
while dairy cheese was sent to market 
destitute of any oovering other than its 
own roughly bandaged rind, which in 
most oases proved invulnerable. 
Com­ 
petition 
among 
manufacturers 
has 
changed all this, and at present the 
manufacture of boxes gives employment 
to a large number of hands and necessi­ 
tates the use of powerful and expensive 
machinery. 


It was customary in the early daya Gt 
the business to saw the hoops, as the 
large body of the box is called, out of 
the log in planks about one-fifth of an 
inch in thickness. The waste of materi­ 
al was a most serious objection to this 
plan, fully 50 per cent of the timber 
going in sawdust. The invention of the 
rotary cutting machine has prevented 
this waste and at the same time pro­ 
duced a better hoop than the sawed arti­ 
cle. 
The chief timber used in making 
oheesebox hoops is the common swamp 
elm. 
No other timber seems to possess 
the same qualities of lightness, tough­ 
ness and elasticity so requisite 
for 
cbeeseboxes as this once despised prod­ 
uct of American forests. The logs, aft­ 
er being cut in the proper lengths, gen­ 
erally 5 feet for an ordinary cheese- 
box of 15>4 or 10 inches diameter, are 
thrown into long vats filled with water, 
where they are boiled from 12 to 20 
hours. 
The time required to soften the 
timber, or cook it, as the operation is 
called, varies according to the size of 
the timber and the season. 
Large logs 
require to be cooked longer than small 
ones, particularly when the logs are 
frozen. 
It is not uncommon to find the 
center of a log still frozen after 15 hours 
of boiling. 


Experience is the best guide in this 
part of the business, and to know when 
the timber is thoroughly cooked and not 
overdone ,is one of the. things acquired 
only by constant observation. 
When 
sufficiently boiled the logs are lifted in 
iron grapples from the vats and laid on 
skids, where the bark is removed. Then 
a log is lifted by a crane and swung in­ 
to place in the machine, where it is held 
in a horizontal position by chucks or 
dogs that center it at each end. 


In this pdsition the log revolves like 
a roll of paper in a printing press. The 
knife whioh does the cutting is very 
heavy and is bolted to a heavy head 
called a carriage, which is fed forward 
by screws toward the revolving log. In 
the most approved machines the knife 
has an end or oscillating as well as a 
forward motion. This reduces the strain 
on the machine and permits the cutting 
of soft, unsound and shaky hearted logs. 
As the knife comes in contact with the 
timber, the inequalities of the log are 
first shorn off and gradually the log be­ 
comes perfectly round and yields an un­ 
broken sheet of lumber, like the unwind­ 
ing of a roll of oloth. 
This sheet of 
wood is 
broken 
off in 
convenient 
lengths, which are passed under divid­ 
ing knives that cut them into uniform 
widths corresponding with the required 
depth of the box. 


If the boxes are to be made Up at once 
the hoops are bent around iron cylinders 
to give them the form of the box, after 
whioh the bottom is pressed in and 
nailed in place. 
Comparatively few 
boxes are put together in the larger 
mills. In most cases the product is dried 
and shipped to the cheese manufactur­ 
ing centers, where the boxes are com­ 
pleted. 
The boxes in the finished state 
are too bulky for economical handling. 
An ordinary freight oar will not con­ 
tain more v than 500 complete boxes, 
while 5,000 can be carried if shipped in 
the bale. 


The remnants whioh-are not wide 
enough for hoops are used far the cover 
band and for the narrow band that goes 
around the bottom of the box. .The bas­ 
es vary in size both as regards ftepth 
and diameter. • The most common size 
will bold a oheese of from 60 to 65 
pounds. 
Such a box is 10 inches deep 
and 15>f Inches in .-diameter. 
This is 
the size of oheese most in demand for 
export The size for home consumption 
is as a rule muoh smaller and requires 
a box from 6 to 6 inches deep, but of the 
some diameter as the other. 


Various kinds of timber are used to 
form the heads of the box, but elm Is 
the accepted material for the hoops. 
Owing to peculiarities jot the soil, the 
timber in soma localities is inclined to 
be shaky, the checks or shakes running 
around the log and following the grain 
of the timber. Such timber was useless 
when the hoops were sawed, but in the 
rotary process much of it can be turned 
to good account 
The bulk of the elm 
timber used in tnis buainew is brought 
in from .Canada. 


The western peninsulaof Ontario'ly- 
ing north of Lake Brie contained one of 
the largest tracts of elm timber on the 
continent It has been greatly depleted in 
recent years. Logs are.taken out in win­ 
ter when the swamps are frozen and are 
•kidded, near, the railways or on the lake 
shore. 
The bulk of them are taken to 
th&xnlllf by water. in tow of powerful 
steam pep.—Mew York ftaa.

Oonvtoted on Circum­ 
stantial Kridence.

Np soil, waste, leader, or vent 
pipe of any kind shall be built into.briok, stone, 
or oonorete walls; where neoessary to oonoeal 
glpes of this class, they must be run in sulta­ 
le reveals or recesses. 
Seotion M. When oast-iron or iron-stone pipe 
is specified in the foregoing rules and regula­ 
tions, it desired, galvanized wrought Iron pipe 
of standard steam thickness, may be used, pro­ 
vided that the fittings are so oonstruoted as to 
form a uniform bore with the pipe without burs 
or recesses. 


Seotion 85. All plumbing and dralnago work 
in tho Town of Berkeley shall be done in aooord­ 
anoe with this ordlnanoe, and no person shall 
do any plumbing or drainage work in said town 
exoept in acoordanoe with thts ordlnanoe. 


Section 88. Every person violating any pro­ 
visions of this ordlnanoe is hereby declared to 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon oonvio- 
tion thereof, shall be punished by a fine not to 
exceed 850. The Judgment imposing such fine 
may provide for its collection by imprisonment 
in the County Jail of Alameda oounty, till such 
fine be paid, in the manner and for the time pro­ 
vided by law. 


Seotlon 87. This ordinance shall take effect 
from and after its final passage.
